endeavoured toprevent, both by our ſeverall Advices and 
Petitions toYour Majeſty,which have bin not only without 
ſucceſle, but there hath followed that, which no 11] coun- 
ſell in former times hath produced , or any age hath ſeen, 
namely., thoſe feverall Proclamations and Declarations 
againſt both the Houſes of Parliament, whereby their Acti- 
ons aredeclared Treaſonable, and their Perſons Traitors ; 
And thereupon Your Majeſtichath ſet up Your Standard 
acainſtthem , whereby You have put the two Houſes of 
Parliament, andin them this whole Kingdom out of Your 
Protection ; fo that untill Your Majeſhe ſhall recall thoſe 
Proclamations and Declarations, whereby the Earl of 
£//ex and both Houſes of Parliament, and their adherents 
and aſliſtants; and fuchas have obeyed and executed their 
commands and directions, according to their duties, are 
declared Trattors, or otherwiſe delinquents; And untill 
the Standard ſet up in purſuance of the ſaid Proclamations 
be taken down, Your Majeſtie hath put us into ſuch a cen- 
dition, that whileſt we ſo remain we cannot by the fun- 
damentall privitedges of Parliament ; The publike truſt 

repoſedin us; or with the generall good and ſafetie 
of this Kingdom give Your Majeſtic any 
_ other Anſwer to this Meſlage.
